OOYLESTOWN. 


The regular term of criminiil court began 


on Monday morning. In his remarks to the 
Grand Jury Judge Yerkea commented upon 
•he public school system of today in u fashion 
bat created considerable comment. 
The 


court spoke of the increase in the number of 
educated criminals, and staled that while it 
was not the purpose of the court to speak 
disparagingly of education it was neverthe- 
less proper to refir to the school curriculum 
us one not calculated to provide information 
of n practical character. 
The teaching of 


Latin, botany, etc , the court did not ap- 
piove of, and the Directors were referred to 
as a self admiring association that might im- 
prove the schools by limiting them of more 
piactical benefit. 
The idea Judge Yerkes 


sought to convey was that higher education 
in the sciences resulted, in nmny instances, 
in the inability of the pupil to apply such 
knowledge in gaining a livelihood in after 
years. 
The court also slated that many of 


tlie teachers* of today do not spell and write 
legibly compared to the skill shown in these 
liccomplishnients years ago. 
The tendency 


of modern education docs not, in the opinion 
of Judge Yerkes, tit the boy to become a 
money maker or business man, but rather a 
dreamer, one who cannot calculate the value 
of a loud of hay. 
Tlie court would train the 


boys to remain upon Ilia farm, which Judge 
Yerkes described as the ideal calling of 
modern times. 


The trial of criminal cases began on Mon- 


day afternoon. 
The first called was that of 


George Brown,

Newlown, who was 


brought hei'e from a Nebraska juil upon re- 
quisition papers. 
The case is familiar to

succeeded in. having twelve bills quashed. 
The bills were drawn by former District 
Attorney Hendiicks, in whose term tlie 
prosecution began. 
The prosecution em- 


ployed Henry Lear to assist District At- 
torney Swarlley, Brown was discharged by 
proclamation. 
The chief prosecutors were 


officials of the Newtown bank. 


Patrick Carrooii, of Bensalem, was coll- 


ided of assault upon Tax Collector Vunsaut, 


of that (owns.lip. 
Carroon was missing 


when his case was called but term. 
As he 


appeared to be aged and blind sentence was 
suspended.

Court mutters have been occupying the 


attention of the people here to the exclusion 
of everything else. 
The court's investiga- 


tion into the liquor (niflic was continued on 
Friday lust. It resulted in holding for trial 
in bonds of $1500 John D. Livezey, of 
Duylestowii, who was compelled to give bail 
in the sum of $500 for alleged furnishing of 
liquor to Thomas Scott, who is iu the pro- 
hibited class, and $1000 to answer to the 
charge of peijury, Livezey having denied on 
the Monday pievious that he had furnished 
liquor to people of known i ilemperate hab- 
its. 
Testimony was adduced by which it 


was shown that Scott haJ been started iu 
business by bis wife, but that in spite of 


er efforts to shut off her husband's re- 


sources for obtaining rum by notification to 
landlords not to sell him liquor, be con- 
tinued to get drunk. 
Upon being rigidly 


examined by the court Scott confessed that 
Livezey had brought liquor to his shop upon 
several occasions. Thereupon the court held 
him for trial. 
Livezey was formerly a drug- 


gist here, and ha's a wife and children. The 
court also instructed the District Attorney 
to look into the method of conducting the 
Mttennerchor Club, of Doylestown, a li- 
censed organization. 


The application of Jacob M. Winder for a 


wholesale license in Bristol borough was 
hetiid on Friday. 
The testimony through- 


out went to establish the fact thr.t the appli- 
cant was a man of excellent character and 
fitted to conduct Lie sort of place it is his 
purpose to establish if granted a license. In 
argument of the case it was stated by coun- 
sel for the applicant that the borough would 
be benefiited by competition iu this busi- 
ness, as there is now practically a monopoly 
enjoyed by the present holder of a license. 
It was also stated that the drug stores dealt 
extensively in liquor, which caused the 
court to call the attention of (he Constables 
ol the borough to this allegation on Monday 
morning. 
Judge Yerkes stated that if each 


conditions existed the Constables in not 
making returns to that effect had demon- 
strated that they were either too stupid to 
hold office or were conniving with the drug- 
gists to evade the lavf. 


William C. Ryan, Esq., attorney for ilie 


purchasers of the Bucks County Railway 
Company's road from Doyleslown to Willow 
Grove has transferred that propel ty io a 
new company recently chartered known as 
the Doylestowu and Willow Grove Railway 
Company. 
Thin bit of information was dis- 


closed on Monday evening when Mr. Ryan 
appeared before Town Council with an or- 
dinance providing for the extension of the 
route in Doylestown from the present ter- 
minus to the Lorthern limits of the borough. 
The officers of the new company are C. P. 
Weaver. W. N. L. West, A. I). Halluian, 
Fred G. Becker and P. S. Bickmsn, all of 
Philadelphia. 
Mr. Ryan also presented an 


ordinance in behalf of the Uoylestown Rail- 
way Company providing for a road in the 
borough ou Ashlaud street, the other ter- 
minus of which will be New Hope. This com- 
pany is said to have the matter of building 
the Hue between New Hope and Doylestown 
in serious consideration. 


Secretary C. D. Hotohkiss, of the Board of 


Health, presented bis annual report to Town 
Council on Monday evening. 
The report 


shows that Doylestown has a splendid record 
in, this respect. There have been remarkably 
few deaths except in cases of advanced age.

iihould cerlniiily be closed while the nee- 
i-snarj repairs and reconstructions are be- 
inj; em riod out. 


Hut apart from these two clrcuin- 


Ktanc'i -. it must very rarely happen that 
it is jintifiable to close n school and thus 
break into the educational progress of 
the sclioliirs merely because a lar^e nuni- 
lier of llein liajipen to be nltacked by an 
epidemic, for when an epidemic bns ob- 
tained complete hold in a populous dis- 
trict the school is but one of n dozen 
•ways in which ii.feetion is being spread, 
and it may be far better to keep the 
school open and thus insure the continu- 
ance t.f that roKiilnrity and orderliness of 
life which attendance at school involves 
than l.y closure to throw all the children 
to p!a> together in the streets or to hud- 
dle together in their homes. 


It ninst always be remembered thnt the 


part played by schools in spreading infec- 
tion is proportionately greater 
in the 


country than in tow'is, since in the coun- 
try it is practically in the schools alone 
1ltat children from different homes come 
in contact 
with each other, while in 


towns the schools arc only one out of 
many centers from which infection may 
radiate.—Hospital.
